The figures of births and deaths shown in this statement 
-_r week ending the 30th December, 1050, relate to 107 
towns with an estimated population of 10,556 thousands. 
The total number of towns is 233 and their population is 
28,421 thousands. Thus 72% of the total number of towns 
representing 69% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The numbers of births and deaths recorded in 
these towns were 16,785 and 8,227 representing birth and 
death rotes of 44-6 and 21 ■ 0 per thousand cf population 
respectively. 

(A) States ( Parts A and C ), — The data here relate to 144 
towns with an estimated population of 17,095 thousands. 
Information about Assam, Bibar, Madhya Pradesh, and 
West Bengal could not be included. Tho total number 
of tow ns is 201 and their population is 24,668 thousands. 
Thus 72% of the total number of towns representing 69% 
of the total population is covered. Tho numbers of births 
and deaths recorded in these towns were 15,108 and 7,514 
representing birth and death rates of 46 '0 and 22*9 per 
thousand ot population respectively.

The towns of Aruppukottai, Kumbakonam, Mayuram,

in Orissa recorded high death rates of 52 4 0, 54 4 2, 93 4 0,

thousand of population respectively. In Madras State all 
the towns except Nelloro showing high death rate rocordcd 
a number of Cholera deaths.
